~ The Farmers’ Conventions 


With the holding of the annual convention of the Saskatchewan Grain 
Growers ‘Association at Moose Jaw during the first week of February, this 
year’s great gatherings of the organized farmers of the three Prairie Prov- 
inces were concluded. These annual meetings, attended by thousands of 
representative farmers from every nook and corner of the three Provinces, 
not on'y command the interest of every man and woman engaged in agri- 
culture, but their deliberations are followed with the closest attention by 
Governments, financiérs, transportation interests, manufacturers, and busi- 
mess men generally, as well as by. all organizations interested in social and 
moral reforms. 

To the casual onlooker at one of these big gatherings—so big that it is 
next to impossible to secure auditoriums large enoygh to accommodate the 
delegates, not to mention visitors—thcy are too Wig to permit of that care- 
ful consideration and intelligent grasp of the/important questions which 
come up for decision and action. At times the conventions appear to be- 
come unwieldy, almost unmanageable, and somewhat confused as to the 
issue before them because of a multiplicity of motions, amendments and 
amendments to the amendment. No doubt a delegated convention restrict- 
ed to two or three hundred men and women, selected from districts, could 
transact business more expeditiously. 

But smaller conventions would result in loss of some of the most ap- 
parent and undoubted advantages of these big gatherings. The ‘big con- 
vention is a veritable dynamo for the development of enthusiasm in behalf 
of those particular reforms to the accomplishment of which the organized 
farmers have set their hands. Thése large gatherings provide ample op- 
portunity for hundreds of men and women to attend who otherwise would 
never receive the inspiration inseparable from such a gathering together 


of people engaged in a common task and confronted with common prob-] tation that makes colds so disagree- 
As a result, each succeeding convention sees many new faces in the able. 


lems. 
audience, and the influence of the farmers’ movement is thus more widely 
spread over this agricultural land. 

It might be feared that such manifestations of abounding enthusiasm 
would lead to ill-advised, hasty action.” The opposite appears to be true 
in most instances. Year after year resolutions from individual locals call-! 
ing for radical and even drastic action are considered by the conventions, 
but when facts are given and new light thrown on the subject of which the 
Local was not aware, the big convention invariably rejects the resolution, 
fully or adopts it in a very much modified form. The ultra-radicals are 
respectfully listened to, their point of view considered, and then the good 
judgment and sane common sense of the vast majority render a decision. ; 
These annual conventions, therefore, have a steadying influence. They 
clear the atmosphere of much fog which gathers in local spots throughout 
the year. This, indeed, is one of the most valuable features of these big 
annual get-together meetings. ° 

And the big conventions are fair and open-minded.

And the delegates strive earnestly to live up to it. 
Anything unfair or underhand is immediately scorned by these big 
gathgrings. Personalities are strictly out of order. The organized 
farmers are demanding justice for themselves in the carrying on of the 
primary and basic industry of the Dominion, they recognize the right 
of everybody clse to just treatment, too. They are not asking for special 
privileges for themselves, and feel there is no injustice in fighting against 
the continuance of such privileges now enjoyed by others. 
all round is their motto and also their fighting ground. 

The conventions in all. thfee Provinces this yeat had “wo outstanding 
questions before them—the much talked of “wheat pool” and the proposal 
that the farmers’ organizations as such should enter the Provincial political 
arena in their several Provinces. The idea of a “wheat pool” was enthu- 
siastically endorsed, because the wheat growers have become firmly con- 
vinced that the methods which have so long prevailed under which their 
chief product becomes the plaything of market speculators must cease. They 
have too much at stake to allow such methods to continue indefinitely. 
Two avenues of reform seem to present themselves—one, action by the 
Federal Government; two, co-operative action by the farmers themselves. 
Failing the ‘first, the farmers are determined to evolve some plan whereby 
the second may be brought into practical operation. But no hasty, ill-ad- 
vised steps were taken. There was general appreciation of the magnitude 
of the task before them—the biggest ever attempted by organized farmers. 
The huge financial and transportation problems involved -were fu'ly and 
frankly recognized, but there was a grim determination in evidence to find 
a solution to these, and the Executives were authorized to procced diligent- 
ly with the work of finding the solution. It was also made clear that in 
this task the farmers would have the active sympathy and support of the 
Western Provincial Governments. 

As to the advisability of entering Provincial politics, opinions differed. 
In some Provinces the majority view favored such action; in othérs the 
majority opinion was that such action was not necessary, that the time was 
pot ripe for it, and that to force it would brill-advised and a mistake. But 
so far as Federal politics are concerned, there was absolutely unanimity— 
the farmers are going to fight as a body in the mext Dominion election.

Arsenic to United Status. 


Canada retained its position is 
1919 as the most important preducer 
of arsenic for the United States mar- 
ket. Lower prices. retarded Amer- 
can production during the year. 

The United States production of 
arsenic in 1919, according to esti- 
(nutes compiled by James M. Hill, of 
the U. 8S. Geological Survey, Depart- 
ment of the Interior. was -6,900 
short tons, as comparé.) with 6,400 
short tons in 1918. The tmports of 
arsenic for the first nine months of 
1919, as reported by the Bureau of 
¥orefgn and Domestic Commerce, 
were 1,329 short tons. The imports 
tor the year will probably amount te 


; about 1,550 skort tons. Most of the 


imported arsenic went from Canada 


‘and Mexico, though some came from 


Bcigiun: and Japan. The quantity 
of ursenic available for consumption 
in 1919 was about 7,460 short tons, 
as compared with 7,170 short tons 
in 19138.

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On reaching home I found the In- 
dian had behaved well, so I had a 
heart to heart talk with him and ad- 
vised him strongly to go back to Nut 
Lake or Touchwoot Hills where he 
came from, 1 told him that if he 
went on, his life was not worth a rush 
(for in the excited state of the set- 
thurs they would shoot at anything in 
the shape of an Indian); if he decided 
to return I could not give him any 
ammunition, but | would spare a few 
rations of flour, tea, sugar and to- 
bacco, also some snaring twine which 
would gee him safely home. His wife 
joined with me in coaxing him and 
fina!ly. he promised to start back next 
morning, which he did—so exit Nut 
Laker. A.short digression may be 
pardoned here to show (that contrary 
to Yankee opinion) even Indians will 
show gratitude; in fact I have known 
many instances of them doing so, and 
this is one of them. In March, 1886, 
nearly all the settlers throughout 
Northern Saskatchewan went down to 
Qu’Appelle station for seed grain and 
grub, there being a dearth of both in 
the country. This was supplicd by 
the government and I was one of the 
crowd. On our homeward journey 
we passed through the Touchwood 
Hills,'our ponies were heayily loaded 
and frequent spells at the steep hills 
were ‘in order. At one of these we 
pulled up quite close to some Indian 
tepees. I noted an Indian scanning 

_both me and my team very closely, 
shading his eyés with his hands, and 
jumping up on a waggon box he took 
one more Jook, then diving into his 
tepee, he came running out with a 
new rabbit skin robe which he threw 
on my sleigh. Standing up on the 
box he called out in a loud voice, 
"Look at this man, he saved my life. 
Now my new robe will keep him 
warm in the snow” (and it did), Sure 
enough, it was our Nut Lake friend, 
Sos-coo-pi-toon, I think they called 
him, A great shake hands all round 
followed, and I had to tell my com- 
panions the story that night. All our 
camps were made in the snow, 32 days 
fo: me, the round trip being five hun- 


dred miles, ‘ 


To revert to my diary. On pro- 
posing to my wife that I could take 
her and the children to Prince Albert, 
also our furs and that I would go 
either scouting or on the transport, 
she absolutely refused to consider any 
separation, and said we must all stay 
together no matter what happened. 
On scouting round the place a day or 
two later I found a body of some 
forty Indians, evidently from Nut 
Lake, had camped for a night a mile 
or so south of my house, and then 
struck southwest in the direction of 
Batoche. No doubt they were tebels, 
or going to join the rebel forces, This 
decided me that it was no longer safe

Goodf llow, an pid-tlmer} 
and absolutely fearless where Indians 
were concerried, and I felt convinced 
he would sti!l be on his ranch and 
there we would head for. Between 
us both we could probably arrange a 
safe way out of the country if there

While we were preparing for a 
start, Zavier Batoche called about 
noon as he was riding past, and we | 
were very glad to see him as he had 
remained steadily loyal in spite of | 
much pressure being brought on him 
by Riel and his compatriots.. He 
would not, he gaid, fight against his 
misguided countrymen, so had a hid- 
ing place in the Pasquia Hills with 
some friendly Indians. _ He stayed to 
dinner and the fare was poor enough, 
simply bannock, potatoes and b‘ack 
tea, no meat or butter. | With his na- 
tural French politeness he made 
things very pleasant and was very 
much takin with my three fair hair- 
ed little girls, 

He thought my move was a wise 
one, and though his large assortment 
of furs were safely cached at present, 
he might eventually send them down 
the Saskatchewan River. I went.out 
with him as he saddled up and after 
thanking me for my _ hospitality, 
handed me what he called a trifle for 
Madame in a cotton sack, which prov- 
ed to be some ten pounds of very 
choice bacon, which was a noble gift

The order of 
travel was myself on horseback well 
armed with a fourteen shot Winches- 
ter and a heavy six shooter, my wife 
driving a team of ponies in a buck- 
board with two kiddies, and our girl 
with the oxen and waggon and two 
older children, behind which came 
three head of stock (all we owned at 
that time). I would ride ahead for 
a mile or two and then circle the 
party. We had the usual trouble in 
crossing some five creeks, which de- 
layed us so that it was well on in the 
evening when we made Carrot River. 
And here an old settler, Mr. Chas. 
Robertson, very kindly took us all in 
for the night, 
‘ After an early start next morning, 
and when we were about halfway to 
La Corne, in one of my rides ahead I 
caught sight of three mounted men 
riding in a southwesterly direction, 
and after studying them through my 
field glasses: 1 came to the conclusion 
they were Riel’s men, as I could de- 


tect the fine cloth capots with fit]: 


buttons, also gilt crosses sown on 
their breasts. Their arms were evi- 
dently single barrel. muzzle loaders, 
and after a moment’s thought I rode 
to intercept them. On _ meeting 
them I gave the usual Cree salutation, 
“Wa-chea, Wa-chea,” to which they 
cheerfully replied (the mother tongue 
of nearly all the French Metis was 
Cree). We all got off our. horses, 
took our fire bags and settled down 
for a smoke and a talk. Ae I had 
thought, Riel had sent them down, 
their errand being to corral all the 
government cattle, but in this they 
had failed as the Indians very wisely 
hid them, so they were returning 
empty handed.
